French  Acadians,  descendants  of  thoie  hardy  and 
intrepid  pioneers  who  first  settled  this  region,  inhabit 
a  large  section  of  the  province,  speaking  their  native 
tongue  and  maintaining  in  a  measure  the  manners 
and  traditions  of  their  ancestors.

Interest  among   their  beautiful   and    pictur- 

esque settlements  along  the  upper 
St.  John  or  on  the  North  Shore  one  of  the  pleasures 
of  a  lifetime  and  will  carry  away  most  pleasant 
memories  and  a  keen  appreciation  of  the  important 
part  the  Acadians  are  playing  in  the  agricultural  and 
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industrial  lif^  of  Canada.  Aside  altogether  from  the 
people,  a  visit  to  either  of  the  sections  mentioned  is 
well  worth  while  because  of  the  beauty  of  the  scenery. 
The  Grand  Falls  on  the  St.  John  river  are  second  only 
to  Niagara  on  the  American  continent,  while  the  gorge, 
though  not  comparable  in  size  with  that  of  Niagara, 
is  far  wilder  and  more  picturesque.  Along  the  North 
Shore  is  seacoast  scenery  unrivalled  on  this  continent. 
From  Boston,  New  Brunswick  may  be  reached  in 
a  few  hours  by  the  All-rail  Line,    Boston  &  Maine 


Maine  Central  and  Canadian  Pacific  Railways,  or  by 
the  palatial  steamers  of  the  Eastern  Steamship  Com- 
pany, and  from  Montrea'  by  either 
How  to  the  Canadian  Pacific  or  Intercolonial 

Qet  There       Railways,     if  the  tourist  should  be 
in  Nova  Scotia,  it  is  but  a  two  hours 
voyage  in  a  fine  steamer  of  the  Dominion  Atlantic 
Railway  across  the  Bay  of  Fundy  from  the  Land  of 
Evangeline,  or  an  all-rail  ride  on  the  Intercolonial. 
St.    John,    the    chief    commercial    city    of    New 
Brunswick,  has  many  attractions.    The  tides  in  the 
harbor,  which  have  a  variation  of  t,venty  to  twenty- 
seven  feet,  produce  a  phenomenon  on  the  water  front 
that   astonishes   a  id    surprises   the 
City  of  visitor,    who   is   also   interested    in 

St.  John  the  craft  of  all  nations  loading  cargo 

at  the  wharves.  The  remarkable 
Reversing  Falls  have  no  counterpart  in  the  world. 
With  t.'ch  turn  of  the  tide  the  cataract  turns.  Some- 
times there  is  a  fall  up-river,  sometimes  a  fall  down 
stream,  and  at  other  times  a  placid  surface  over  which 
a  canoe  or  racing  shell  can  be  sailed  with  safety.  This 
City  was  founded  by  the  United  Empire  Loyalists, 
who,  refusing  to  join  in  the  American  Declaration  of 
Independence,  abandoned  their  homes  and  moved  to 
Canada.  Among  their  cherished  possessions  was  the 
Coat  of  Arms  formerly  over  the  State  House  in  New 
York.     This  to-day  <x;cupies  a  place  of  prominence 
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in  Trinity  church,  and  is  an  object  of  interest  to  many 
visitors  to  the  ity.  Kven  greater  historical  interest 
attaches  to  the  defense  of  her  husband's  fortress  by 
Madame  La  Tour,  the  wife  of  a  French  trader  and 
adventurer.  Her  story,  so  graphically  told  in  Whit- 
tier's  beautiful  poem,  "St.  John,"  is  one  of  the  noblest 
as  well  as  one  of  the  saddest  in  the  pages  of  the  early 
history  of  the  country,  but  almost  every  section  has 
its  local  history  and   traditions. 

With  a  summer  temperature   that  never  exceeds 
eighty  degrees,  excellent  hotel  accommodation,  beain  i 
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ful  streets,  buildings  and  parks,  St.  John  is  a 
natural  centre  from  which  tourists  branch  out  in 
all  directions  over  the  Maritime  Provinces.  Ten 
miles  from  St.  John  in  one  direction  is  beautiful 
Loch  Lomond;  nine  miles  in  another,  the  charming 
village  of  Rothesay;  and  twelve  miles  in  another  is 
lovely  Westfield  on  the  St.  John  River;  while  closer 
at  hand  is  the  Bay  Shore  and  Duck  Cove,  reached  by 
the  street  cars,  with  a  giorious  outlook  over  the  Bay, 
and  fine  opportunities  for  surf  bathing.  St.  John  in  the 
winter  season  is  one  uf  the  busiest  ports  on  liie  Allan- 
tic  seaboard,  for  then  great  ocean  steamers  that  in 
summer  ply  to  Quebec  and  Montreal  on  the  St.  T  aw- 
rence  come  to  this  ice-free  harbor  to  discharge  and 
secure  cargoes. 
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Rev.  T.  deWitt  Talmage  once  described  the 
St.  John  river  as  "the  Rhine  and  the  Hudson  com- 
mingled in  one  scene  of  beauty  and  grandeur."  Many 
other  writers  have  dwelt  on  the  beauties  of  this  noble 
and  magnificent  river.  All  summer  touribts  to 
New  Brunswick  should  make  the  voyage  on  the  St.  John 
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River  between  St.  John  and  Fredericton,  and  if 
time  will  permit  should  take  side  trips  on  the  tributary 
rivers  and  lakes,  also  traversed  by  steamers.

Capital  ure  on  the  Continent.     The  strfts 

are  level  and  shaded  with  beautiful 
trees.     Old  Government  House  is  a  quaint  structure 
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of  tiistoric  interest.  Across  the  river  are  tlie  towns 
of  Gibson  and  St.  Marys,  and  three  miles  up  the  Nash- 
war':  stream. from  Gibson  is  Marysville.  Fredericton 
is  o  great  canoeing,  fishing  and  shooting  centre. 
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Above  Fredericton,  on  the  St.  John  River,  are 
Woodstocli,  Grand  Falls  and  Edmundston,  and  a 
game  country  that  is  famous  the  world  over. 

The  North  Shore  of  New  Brunswick  comprises  the 
counties  of  Northumberland,  Gloucester  and  Resti- 
gouchc,  famous  as  resorts  for  sportsmen.    The  Mira-

micbi,  Nq>inguit  and  Restigouche  are  world-famed 
salmon  rivers,  while  the  deep  woods  are  the  haunts  of 

big  game,  and  the  seaward  shores  the 
The  North  homes  of  wild  fowl.  The  Miramichi, 
Shore  with  its  pretty  towns  of  Chatham 

and  Newcastle,  and  villages  along 
the  shore,  is  a  truly  noble  river.     Bathurst,  at  the 
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mouth  of  the  Nepisiguit,  and  Dalhousie  and  Campbell- 
ton  on  the  Restigouche,  are  most  attractive  resorts. 
The  Intercolonial  Railway,  owned  and  operated  by 
the  Canadian  Government,  traverses  this  portion  of 
the  Province,  which  tourists  will  find  is  one  of  the 
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most  delightful  in  the  whole  country,  the  seubore 
retorts  being  particularly  attractive  to  the  summer 
visitor  seeking  beautiful  beaches  and  cool  breezes. 
On  the  Bay  of  Fundy,  are  many  places  which  also 
have  special  charms  for  the  tourist.     Chief  of  these  is

Campobello  with  the  Campobello  Inn,  is  another 
popular  and  well  conducted  resort  The  island  of 
Grand  Manan  also  is  worthy  of  a  visit  and  those  who 
desire  salt  breezes  will  find  these  places  unrivalled 
both  in  the  beauty  of  the  scenery  and  the  attractive- 
ness of  the  surroundings.  Otiier  towns  along  the 
coast  are  St.  Stephen,  on  the  International  border, 
St.  George,  the  centre  of  probably  the  finest  fishing 
region  in  the  Province,  excepting  only  the  North  Shore; 
St.  Martins,  where  there  is  one  of  the  most  magnificent 
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beaches  along  the  whole  Atlantic  coast  and  excellent 
accommodations  for  summer  tourists  at  moderate 
rates.  Still  further  up  the  bay  are  Hillsboro,  Hopewell, 
Albert  and  Alma.  The  wonderful  rocks  at  Hopewell 
Cape,  sculptured  into  many  curious  shapes  by  wave 
and  tide,  are  a  source  of  interest  and  wonderment  to 
all  who  see  them. 
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Other  most  attractive  points  for  the  visitor  to  New 
Brunswick  are  Sussex,  where  the  local  militia  camps 
each  summer;  Moncton,  the  railroad  centre  and  ter- 
minal of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  Railway  now 
being  built  across  the  Continent.
